dler as his running mate at a 
news conference Tuesday in 
Washington. 

Meanwhile, Wallace' headed 
home from a'five^iay vacation 
at Miami Beach, Fla., suffering 
from what an aide described as 
a —mild -Virus infection. "It's 
nothing serious," the spokes- 
man added, and the third-party 
presidential candidate will con- 
tinue his campaign schedule. 

He plans to visit more' than 20 
cities in ' 10 stales In the next 



two weeks. 

■ In Chandler's home state, a 
pro-Wallace presidential elector 
said he and eight others on the 
American Independent party's 
elector ticket will 'withdraw 
their support front Wallace if 
the former Kentucky fiovernor 
is the vice presidential candi- 
date.

A Bellevuc family with a love 
for animals and the scenic Wood 
River Valley has found a way 
to combine the two and provide 

■ a good living. 

'Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Hazen 
and their five clilldrcn live at 
the north edRC of Bcllovue in the 
shadow ot the SawlOoth Moun- 
tains with their 19 head of La- 

-masrabout-20-head- of- Reindeer 
and a few olhcr unusual animals 
such as Spotted European Fal- 
low Deer, Black European Deer 
and a few Mauna Kla Big Horn 
Sheep. 

It all-started as-n"hohby-a 
few years back when Mr. Ha- 
zen acquired some reindeer from 
the northernmost outskirts of 
Alaska. " ' 

At that time Mr, Hazen opernt- 
—ed-a- wholesale buslnesa In Twin 
Falls, In addition to the enjoy- 
ment the family received Irom 
the pet reindeer, he frequently 
Uflod them in public events ond 
showings, ■ 

Tills became more lucrative as 
demands for the animals In- 
creased and It required more 
and more of his time. 

So, Mr, Union packed up his 
family nnd reindeer and moved 
— t r i" D eHevuCT— n — very-'aullnhle 
climate for the animals. I^tcr 
he acquired the first of the 
jomns.ns a novelty nnd for the 
past' three years he has devoted 
full time tn his nnlmals. trnvcl- 
InR with both the lamas nnd 
reindeer nn extensive nnlmal 
public slinwin^s and engage- 
ments In Texas, Louisana and 
New Mexico, 

A largo spcclnlly built van 



carries five reindeer, including 
Rudolph" or the eight lamas 
on the annual tour through cities 
in the southern slates. The tours 
begin in November with the 
reindeer and a cuslom-miitie 
'Santa's sleigh." Mr. Hazen 
furnishes the reindeer, sleigh 
and his own "Santa" for the 
visits to chopping centers and 
olhcr— public - areas— in- major 
cities. 

Later, usually about Jan. 15, 
the lamas take over and are 
sliown across the three stales 
until June 15.. 
■ Mn Hazen says he has looked 
throughout Texas for a more 
ideal localloh nnd "base 
operation" for his showlneii as 
only in the larger cities can he 
niako the "b\g moni^" with his 
many_pcts. _ , _ 

"But I have never found any^ 
thing 1 would consider as a trade 
for our Dellovuo area home," 
Mr. Hazen said, 

Tha Inmns would bo able lo 
adapt to the warm climate of 
the south, he said, but It would 
bo difficult for the reindeer, and 
the pleasantness of the area Just 
isn't the same, so Mr. Hazen 
continues to drive several 
thousand miles a ycar-wlth'his 
animals, 

All of the lamas Mr. Hnzen 

vns were United Stiites linrn, 
many of them on the Bcllevuc 
rqnch. Allhnugh they nrc or)(;i' 
nally native to Ihe hiRh Amle; 
moMnlains of South America . 
Itiey'Acem lo be able m adapt 
well to any climnio. Many arc 
being raised in California antl 
somo In Colorado, Oregon and 



even New York, 

Lamas will cat almost any- 
thing a horse or cow will, and 
do well on hay and grain. They 
arc valuable animals, Mr. Hazen 
says, since a male will sell for 
around S900 and a female for 
about SHOO, Mr. Hazen has sold 
sevoral^airs, but he nolci very 
few of the offspring are females. 
Of-his entire- hcrd-l\p-has only 
threcn.ndult females, but this 
year h't* was unusually fortunate 
in that all three babies born 
on his BcIIcvuc ranch were 
female. One died of pneumonia 
shortly aflcr"birth but the. two' 
others are healthy and grow-

Lamas. Mr. Hazen says, are 
gentle and inlelligent animals, 

"Children are the best things 
in the world for nnimnl7;"nn(I 
visa versa," he commented, 
"My youngsters break all of 
our liimas to ride and gentle 
llicm so Ihcro is no' pniblcm 
when crowds of children gather.

The late President taught Ms former secretary what a good worker 
must- he— and, more importantiy, what a good person must be 



I'LL NEVER forget my first 
meeting with John F. Ken- 
nedy. My immediate impres- 
sion was that here .was a dy- 
namic man, intelligent, cap- 
able, and resourceful. I later 
found that I had' learned as 
-much~from-hinii-as- from -any- 
other single person in my life. 

At the time of our meeting I wna 
working for Rep. E. L. "Tic" For- 
reater of- Georgia., Althougli I was 

. fonu of the CongresBmnn nnd found 
the work very interesting, I felt that 
I could find - greater room for ad- 
vancement elaewhctc. 

Frnnkly, I quite coldly cast about 
for someone who would create a stir 
in the wo.rld, who had the ability and 
the dealre to chnnge things; and who 
might, in fact, poaaibly become Prea- ' 
idont of the United St'ntbs, 

One of my unknowing candidates 
for a futuro'omployer was a ynimg 
ConRrcflflmnn from MnflHachusettu 
who wi\8 making- what many. people, 
flccmcd to think a fonliah gamble, ilo 
thought ho could -unsoat.

For in my mind, in any pro-' 
fcssion it takes effort, energy, skill, 
and imagination to bo good and ef- 
ficient, but in many ways the sec- 
retary has a difficulty that many 
other professionals do not have. 

A lawyer or a doctor gets known 
directly for what he achieves. A sec- 
retary is known only indirectly, if 
at all. In fact, her effcctivendas is 
often in direct proportion to her 

„ anon ymity. 

Fortunately, most men like their 
secretaries to be anonymo'uH,""if for 



no other reason than the' fact that 
they know other men . are ' noways 
looking around to find aomedhe'"'who 
■wilr really bo cfTeotive. 

And..believe me,ioffcctiv,enesa was 
sbmethingHhatjJohn F. Kennedy took 
for granted. He had to. There were 
tinies during that first y&r when I 
felt 1 would never make the grade. 
"Mrs. Lincoln," he would say while 
moving past my desk, "Get me this 
. . . Get me that." I would follow him 
into his office, then rush back to my 
desk to answer a phone that hardly 
ever~rcsted. ;Before I could hang up, 
he would buzz me from his office, and 
if I didn't get there in a split second _ 
he would pop out to see what was 
- -causing .the delay. So I learned to

1 Jearned l ot f rom him about 

how one ahotild , approach life and " 
work. One of his outittanding; traits 
was courage, not merely physical 
courage, of which he had more than 
his share, but courage to risk failure 
after all-out effort and commitment. 
He undcratond the need for full com- 
riiitmont. If a person doesn't put hihi- 
self 100 p_erccnt into a job or into 
solving a irroblemrwell, then be has 
a kind of inner excuse. fbr-pot ocbiev- 
ing his goal. John Konnc'^y- didn't - 
want such inner excuses. And I think 

-"nny-Eirl'enterinif the secretarial pro- - 
fcssion should take the snme attitude. 
Give it all you have. 

I mentioned thnt John Kennedy. ;. 
had' a feeling for people, but) he 
had more — a feeling for all living 
things. -I remember sitting at tny 
desk irTthc White House one spring 
day. .In 1063 answering the never- 
ending mail. Through the open door, 
I could. sec President Kennedy. sit- 

' ting at hiB desk. Suddenly, I .)ieard 
his buzzer. As I rushed into* his of- 
licei he 'Aaid--to me, "Mrs.- Lincoln, 
look out' there in the garden." As I 
turned, he. went on, '"See that poor 
little bird. He cim't fly. Get somcono 
ta look at him. Sec if he is hurt." 

iSb I went to look after the little 
bird. I saw tiiat he was fluttering one 
wing while. the other one hung limp 
at his Bide. The gardener, seeing mo 
out on the lawn, hurried toward me. 
He, too, noticed the bird, picked it 
up, and carried it away. 

As we wore closing u p f^ r the 
night, the President nnlcccl- hie about 
the bird. When 1 told him that the 
gardener was taking care 'of it, he 
smiled. He tvaa -extremely pleased. 

, — Another-thiiig-I-leafnod-from'John 
Kennedy was to strive constantly to 
licttcr yournoir. The whole Idea' of 
'<'nnt wanting to do better wna some- 
thing he cjDiitdn't undorslnnd. Wheth- 
er It wnH touch football, a sallhout 
race, n cnmpnign, or the conduct of. ' 
the I'roHldoncy, ho alwnys nimcti nt 
nothing less than his best.. He wan 
fonatnntly. p eeUing to do hotter.

Another of John Kenm^dy'n gi'Cat 
characterldtlen -w«h a capacity for 
growth. Whether it wan movitiK from 
the Hchoollxiy who received "Gentla- 
mnn'H C'n" in hlti HtudloH to a mnri 
hungry for knowlcclgo or chnnging 
from thttcurelcBaly dro»Bcd freahmnn 
Coufircmunn to Iho man wiUi ft fine 
Wste for clothcH, who ciirefully 
ntudied tiiilorit' Hnmplnn, hu'jvuH con- 
tinually growinf^, 

And in thoiic tlnnl iluyA. he had n 



grasp on the' Presidency that 1 had 
never seen before^nd I think that- - 
his growth, great as it"waa"tlien7wa8 
only the beginning, the shadow of 
things that would have come. 

Another and cnrtenring ^Kspect of 
President Kennedy's character was 
that while he wan very aeriaiis about 
those things to which he committed 
himself, he didn't feel he ah'ould wear 
a somber, solemn expresflon while he 
was about it. He had the ability not 

] to take himself too aeriousty and to" ' 
sttt'ii'd -^oside and chuckle at some of 

' 'the antics' of those who did. . 
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He nolofl'-that he practiccfl hlh 
'famoys — imtninn'al nddrcsu In the 
bathtub, and I remember him wear- 
ing .his Jlrst top hat all day at h)a 
desk ' in the ' ofllcR. 

There wsij another nldc to John 
Kennedy- which ' tnwit .people know 
about- liut few saw firsthand — hia rc- 
iationshlp With his children. Kvery 




night when' FrcsTiloht Kennedy was ' 
in Washington, ' nurse Mnud Shnw 
would bring Caroline and - John to 
flur odlceR to H»y good night to their 
daddy. Tlioy hud had their supper 
nnd were ready for bed, h<t In tlioy 
would bounce in pajnman, bathrobes, 
and HiippcrH. (Julck an a nnsh they 
would be at my typewriter. /'Where's 
the C," HJiId CaroHnc. "Wimt'n the 
next letlor?" i replied na aho struck 
tlio "0," and, pa wo went along pick- 
ing out lotU^ra on tlio typewriter, 
John wnH pickhifr aul papers in my 
desk drawer looking for "guma" thnt 
I uHUally-liId in there for him.

U(« Preaident, "Guma" and typewrit- 
ers were forgntiftn aa they (love'for' 
hia legH.

As I looked at them, I ' suddenly 
-wnndercd-what people would think if

me with amazement and said, "I dfln't 
tliink they would mind. After all, I 
am a -father, too." 

He knew the lighter side as well 
aa the darker side to life, and I think

. Thcre'are two characteristics thnf 
— I-think arc fundamental-for.any.per-.... 
sonal secretary, no matter for -whom

The first of these, and I cannot 
stress it too strongly, is a sense of 
loyalty. A personal secretary is at 
the very, center of. a man's "inner 
circle." She .knows manj^ things that - 
■.-"she' should' never reveal, and^her cin- 
ploycr-..depends'.ph , her' cohiidence. 
. Should thnt bonii of secrecy' bficbme 
too much for thft secretary, her only 
recourse, is to resign. 

Another elemwit of a pfirsoiial sec- 
retary's' work is thnt she ia her em- 
ployer's public-relations agent.' It she . 
in curt or rude or thoughtless, he 
soon gets the same reputation.' 

In the White House, because of the 
heavy workload. It would have, been 
dasy for me to act the part ot the 
diillingly efficient personal secretary. 
Not only woultl such a. role not fit me 
too well because the President's 
friendly attitude had become my at- 
titude, but it would tiqt have'sciTfCd 
the President well. Sometimes, per- 
' haps, too many people came through 
my door to' see him, but that is the 
way ho wanted It And ] never let 
' anyone past -my door whom he had_

1 know ho appreciated my friendly 
.and helpful attitude. 1 realized, too, 
thnt his otliclul appointment acere- 

■ tary did not always know who waa 
alipplng in Tlirough the back door, 
but I think on the whole we all

As fha President's secretary,' I 
had the unforgettable opportunity, to 
ace history btilng made nnd to nco the 
moot powerful people , in the world 
pnnir before, my dcak, and I had the 
good fiirtuno of having a bona who 
wiintod mo ti> meet thdsp whom' he 
met, 1 thank God for that, ,

Dunn and Theodosiua Dobzhahsky put it in their 
book, "Heredity, Knee, and Society," "There are 
unfortunately very many genes which express ■■ 
themselves in mental deficiency, so that the ag- 
gregate is considerable." There is comfort, how- 
ever, in the fact that many of these genes are 
recessive, which means that the low IQ must be • 
Inherited from both sides of the family. And 
when, moreover, the genes for high and low intel- 
ligence compete, good heredity usually overcomes 
bad heredity 

Talents are often, but not always. Inherited. 
Heredity, .for Instance,. endows the football play- 
er with the requii-ed body build, but training re- 
flnep the tiyl'^i.t' ; . 

ability, auch' aa in mathematics or writing, 
-Tvhicll Is related to general intelligence, Is often 
-transmitted from generation to gencratlQn./Col- 
Icgo records, for instance, show that when grand- 
father, father, and son have attended tho samo 
school, if one excelled In mathematics, all tfirco 
usually have. 

The inheritance of such talents as music and^ 
painting Is more dirrct. Even In these arts, how-, 
ever, talented parents can have untalonted chil- 
dren and vice versa. Tho famous condqctor Toh- 
canlnl had parents with no musical talent, for 
Instahco, And T^ncanlnl himsolf fathered two 
nonmuslcal children,

'Oh, he woB born with his jillergy.* Gener — 
nlly it isn't true People are aeldoni born 
with nllerffiea. At ■worst, some arc born 
with an immediate susceptibility. 

Much loss is known about the inheri- 
tance of mental iUness.' It Is certain that 
genes do lead to some forms of mental 111- 
' ness, but there are others with no hered- 
itary basis. Moreover, many of the genes 
for omental illness express themsclvcB only 
urid9r ' particular . conditions of environ- 
ment, disease,' and stress. Mental . illness, 
-it is fair to say, is determined largely by 
the "way tirie cliild interacts with his par- 
ents and other aignlflcaht figures. ' 

Johnny, then, inherits his acx, physical 
appearance, many talonta-and othor mental 
traits, as well aa a propensity for certain 
illncsncH. All this information Is contained 
in hltr'gonctlc code at tho moment of con- ' 
ceptlon. Thia iu what ho Is born to be— 
ttntii now bcliiovod unchangoablo. 

But In'ttw future, science may ho nblo 
to mnlio Johnny what ho wuu not born, to 
,ln;. For with the 1968 discovery of PNA. 
tho molcqulo of heredity, by Drs, James D. 
Watnon, Frances H. C, Clark, and Maurice 
H. F. Wilkina, we stand nt the threshold 
of the apparent control of life, 

Ily grasping and harncaslnK the gonotlc 
code in which DNA (dloxyrlbonuclalc 
acid) and RNA (ribonucleic acid) hold tho 
clue, it may be possible to learn to unlock 
the genes themselves. Once this is done. It 
will bo poflsfble to obtofn noraps of cm- 
byronlo tissue or,fortllizcd ova (oggq) and 
lend them to the production of hearts or 
kidneys or any other, organ needed for 
trnnaptantutlbn, Wo might bo able even to 



repair over-all imperfections by counter- 
uctins hormonal .imbalances or canceling 
■out altogether the. possibility , of cancer t 

Tomorrow's doctors may be able to put 
their microscopes on the precise points of 
deficiency in various inherited diseases 
and in the disorders of the chemical, ma- . 
chinery in the cell that lodges the. disease. 
Tho result would be ,the early diagnoses 
of conditions which ordinarily develop 
only later in life. By asccrtaiiiing such 
defects in a person, even when they are 
suppressed, the presence of the defects in 
the nej^t generation .c()uld_.bQ_CDntrolted. 

Uaac Asltnov, professor of biochem- 
istry at the Boston University School of 
Medicine, spoculatos that the future may 
hold "routine genie analysis, qb' nowadays 
there is routine vaccination." This, ho 
points out, "could lead to the development 
of a rational basis for ougenlcs— that Is, ' 
for a cour/so^ot action dosfgnod to remove, 
i]»lotorioua genes nnd encourage tho dlo- 
iiemlnation of desirable ones.'"' 

Thia points the way not only for a now 
heart or kidney produced from within n 
person's own body but alno to discovering 
tho posBlble physlcul basla for mental III- 
ncna. Tho proper combination of genoa, 
controlled by mhn nnd no longer tho mere 
accident of tranamiaslon from generation 
to generation, could, piean tho actual cre- 
ation ■ of high intelligence, artistic and 
scientific ability, and , physical atmture. 
Man himself will create h(a own evolution 
and no longer will bo on unwitting pawii to 
his environment.
